most vigorous and animated, if not one of
she most profound, among the newspaper
writers of our day. He has fine desoriptive
powers, and his Jetters Lo half the journals in
the oountry, dated from nearly every quarter
of the globe; are; invepite of [Héir oocbntrici-
tiea, full of information and excellent enter-
tainment. Asa poet Mr. Townkend is less
known than an a  correspondent, and the
snanner dnwhich bis versds have flonted
around in the cornors of the papers has not
dondneed to establishing his fame in this
Ynw of aft. To the volome before us, all, or
all that Mr. Townsend oonsiders worth pre-
serving, of these fugitive poems have beon
oollected, and tho average of merit is very
much highor than we had reason to expect.
The ardinary dulies of a newspaper writer ars
not steh s are conducive o postical inspira-
tion, and it indicntes no ordinary power in
Mr. ‘Towisond that he has been able to pro-
dluce verses of as high a grade as the majo-
rity of those in this volume are. Bome of
the poems do not rise above & graceful eom-
monplace, but many of them have undoubted
merit, as the following:—

Mr, Towngend's muse i a roamer like him-
self, and the mood of these poems i8 as varied
a8 their subject, Many of Them ‘show not
enly keen observation and fine appreciation
of nature, art, and human charactar, but are
of a finer fibre and a more elevated tone of
thought than would be expected from Mr.
Townsend's prose style. As a thoroughly
American poem, for instance, the following
will repay more than one perusal:—

The poems in this volnme, if they do not
rite to the height of the great masters of
song, are of vastly more merit than the ma-
jority of the wverses put before the public
every year, and forgotten almost before the
leaves are dry from the press, They show that
the writer is o man of genuine poetical talent,
and excellent ag many of them are, they indi-
cate abilities that, if not bestowed in another
direclion, might have given Mr. Townsend o
high place among the posts of the conntry.

—From Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfingor we
have receivad *“The Poetical Works of Alfrad
Tennyson,” published by Harper & Brothers,
This is a complete adition of Tennyson's
works, inclading his recently published “Holy
Grail and Other Pooms,” which, by the way.

is embellished with three portraits of the post
lnureate, all of which are remarkable for
being atrocionsly bad, and by a nnmber of
transfers from some superior designs by Dore,
Millais, Holman Hunt, Iossebii, and other
celebrated artists, The book is nicely bound,
and is certainly cheap at fifty cents.

the best foreign periodieals, and the object
of its conductors is to furnish the public with
a journal of bright, entertaining, and in-
structive literature. The initial number pro-
mises well for the success of the enterprise,
and if Zhe Transatlantic continnes as it has
begun, it will doubtless become one of the
most popular eclectic publications in the
country.

The Lawrence Masseere—Quanivell’s Nloody

Werk.

During all the dark and bloody scenes of
the war, there is to be found none fuller of
fiendishness and bratality than the Quantrell
raid aud déstruotion of this town, upon | that
bright snd beautifui. Angust morning. The
malice, vindictiveness and batred induced by
the Rebellion gcems to have tried to spend
itself in that one net, It was without exeuse,
withont pallintion, and will always be re.
Q:nrded ne a brutal mnsegore. The town was
L

efenseless, and the citizens attompted
to make no  defénse. Under smoh cir.
cumstances, when  nothi gotld be
puined  except the  gratification of

rovenge and a little booty plundered, the
cold-blouded butchery of nearly two hnndred
defenscless men, and the destruction of a
million dollars’ worth of property, constitute
a crime at which haman nature is shocked,
and at whith the Christian civilization of our
age and country may well stand aghast. It
sent athrill of horror through the hearts of
the loyal peaple of this country, a8 well it
might, @Quantrell, with his gung, assombled
on the borders of Kansas and Missonri about
noon on the day previous to the raid. They
burnéd a few houses, and killod some oitizons
on the way.  Ahout ten miles from Lawrence,
between two and three o'clock in themorningy
they took a boy and eompelled him to gnide
them into Lawrence. After the butchery had
ceaged, Quantrell dressed the boy in a new
suil of clothes, gave him a horse, and sent
him bome. Arriving at the city, they posted
pickets on the ountskirts, planted sentinels
upon Mount Oread, which overlocks the city,
and when all was prepared,

“With loud and fucions yells,

As If flends had ratsed thie battle-cry of hell,”
they rushed upon the town and commenced
their brutal massacre, Bhots were fired at
citizens wherever they appeared, and the
work of buming houses commenced, Massa-
chusetis street, the principal business streot,
was entirely destroyed, except one business
house. The Eldridge House, the finest brick
hotel west of 8t. Louis, was burned. But one
publjp honse was saved, the CGity Hotel, This
Quaritrell placed a guard aronnd and saved,
becnuse e bad boarded there and received
very kind treatment when sick,

The incidents of wassacre would fill a
volume, One ort ill be mentioned. The
wowen, as o general thing, were not barmed
or iusolted, In soie instances they were
treated with some measure of decency.

One Indy, whose husband was absent, they
Lielped take np her carpets and remove her
furniture, bnt insisted upon burning fhe
Louse, s they said sueh were their orders.
Others were treated as aaight ba' expoecled
from fiends and brates.

A lady whose husband had been killed
Legged the privilege of retaining his wedding-
ring. ‘‘No matter, ' the heartless wretch re-
plied, and suutohed the sonvenir from the
Indy's hand, and rode off,

The murder of Judge Carpenter, who had
been married about o year, was poculiarly
bheartrending. Several rquads had ridden up
to his house, and, after robbing him and
plnndering his honse, he had, by his bland
muanuers, persuaded them not to kill him.
At last enme wlong o gang into which seven
more devils had entered, and some of them
commenced firing on him. He was chasad
up stuirs, sad from there driven down to the
cellar nfter receiving soveral wounds., From
there he was driven into the front yard, when
he was mortally wonnded., iz wife threw
herself on him to protect him from further
wounds. "The heartless fiends walked around
him, looking for a place for still another and
a fatal wonnd, and, lifting up her arm, fired
so that the ball should pass throngh the
Judge’s head.

One of the brutes naked for a cup of water
from a citizen, and as he reecoived it with his
left hand, shot him down dead with his right
hand.

General Collamore, Mayor of the city, went
into his well to save his life, together with
anollier citizen, The house was hurned down,
and they were smothered to death. A friend
went down into the well to gee if the General
was alive, The rope broke, and he, too, was
hauled up a lifeless corpse, making three
dend bodies from one well.

At Dr. Griswold's there wére four families.
The house was surrounded and the men were
ordered to come out; and upon being assured
that with their surrender *‘the town might
fare better, " they came out, 'T'hey had gone
gearcely twenty paces before all were shot,
Mr, Griswold and Mr. Trask, editor of the
State Journal, were instantly killed. Mr.
Thorp, State Senator, lived a few hours, Mr.
Baker, though shot through the neck, the
arms, and the lungs, finally recovered, and is
now & member of the wholesale grocery house
of Ridenour & Baker, and was at that time in
the grocery business.

General Lane escaped in a cornfield.

Many escaped by gelling into ravines and
skirts of timber.

The whole number known to be killed is
148,  Fifty-three lie buried in one trench in
the old cemetery,
